U.S. UNEMPLOYMEN 


_PROBLEM 


At a moment when there is 
talk of the United States adopt- 
ing un national scheme for the 
relief of unemployment, it is of 
interest to take note of a Bill 
which is being sponsored by 
Senator Wagner of New York 
which, if put into effect, would 
greatly facilitate this end. One 
of the difficulties of the situa- 
tion is that the Federal Govern- 
ment has no power to order 
States to pasg Jaws, but the 
sponsor of the Bill under notice 
believes that it is poggible to 
make it highly, advisable for 
them todo so. Actually, the 
Bill is a revenue measure, levy- 
ing a Federal excise tax on 
employers to the extent of five 
per cent. of their annual pay- 
rolls, but it provides that such 
taxes be remitted to the extent 
that an employer has paid into 


-jaState Unemployment Ingurance: 


Fund which conforms to certain 
minimum requirements, It is 
thus assumed that if the Bill 
were passed, States would rush 
to adopt Unemployment Insur- 
ance Acts, thus enabling them 
to keep at home the’ funds col- 
lected, rather than letting them, 
go to the Federal Treasury. 
Hitherto, States which have 
wanted to pass such Acts have 
hesitated to do so for fear that 
they would place their own in- 
dustries under a handicap in 
competing with those ° of other 
States. Thus there has been a 
general disinclination to move, 
and the majority. is held back, 
as is so often the case, by a 
minority. The author ‘of the 
Bill bases’ his case on the fact 
that unemployment is a social 
rather .than an individual res- 
ponsibilty, and he points. out 
that the measure whch he puts 
forward would be a powerful in- 
centive on employers to work 
for stabilised employment condi- 
tions when they realise that they 
are face to face with paying un- 
employment costs. The States, 
under this measure, would be 
left wide latitude in ‘framing

But now that general conditions 
Are improving, and 700,000 more 
persona are in work than year 
ayo, and there are prospects of 
further improvement, it is im- 
possible not to turn to those towns 
of Durham and Northumberland, 
and Scotland , and South Wales, 
which appear to have no prospects 
of sharing in the general revival.

U.S.. UNEMPLOYMENT 
PROBLEM 

At a. moment when there is 
talk of the United States adopt- 
scheme for the 
velic£ of unemployment, it js of 
interest tq take note of a Bill 
which is being sponsored . by 
Senator Wagner of New: York 
which, if. put into effect, would 
greatly facilitate this end. One 
of the difficulties of the situa- 
tion's that the Federa! Govern. 
ment has no power ‘to order 
to pasa laws, but’ the 
sponsor of the Bill under notice 
believes that it is possible to 
make’ it.highly. advisable . for 
them todo so. Actually, the 
Bill is-‘a_revenue measure, levy- 
ing, a Federal «excise tax -on 
employera to the extent of five 
per cent. of their annual pay- 
rolls, but it provides that such 
-taxes-be-remitted -to-the-extent 
that an employer has paid into 
a State Unemployment Insurance 


{Fund which conforms to certain 


minimum requirementg,. It. is 
thus assumed that if the Bill, 
were passed, States would rush 
to adopt Unemployment Insur- 
‘ance Acts, thus enabling thom 
to keep at home the funds col- 
lected, rather than letting them 
go to the Federal ‘Treasury. 
States which have 
wanted to pass such Acts have 
hesitated to do so for fear that 
they would place their own in- 
dustries under a handicap in 
competing ‘with those of other 
States. Thus there has been a 
general disinclination to-move, 
‘and the majority is held back, 
as is s0,. often the case, by a 
minority...The author of the 
Bill bases’ his case on the fact 
that unemployment is a social 
rather than an individual res- 
ponsibilty, and he points out 
that the measure whch he puts 
forward would be'a .powerful in- 
centive on employers to work 
for stabilised employment condi- 
tions when they. realise that they 
are face to face with paying un- 
employment costs. The States,
